NOTIFICATION

G*S.R. 3(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 63 of the Water (Pre¬ 
vention and Control of Pollution) Act, 1974 (6 of 1974), the Ccniral Government after 
consultation with the Central Board for the Prevention and Control of Water Pollution 
hereby makes the following rules, namely;— 

1, Short title and commencement —(1) These niles may be called the Central Board 
for the Prevention and Control of Water Pollution (Procedure for Transaction of 
Business) Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. —In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “AeP’ means the Water (Prevention and Control of Pollution) Act, 1974 (6 

of 1974); 

(b) "Government” means the Central Government; 

(c) "Chairman” means the Chairman of Ihe Central Board; 

(d) “Member” means a member of the Central Board and includes the Chairman 

thereof; 

(e) "Member Secretary” means the Member Secretary of the Central Board; 

(f) “Meeting” means a meeting of the Central Board; 

(g) "Section” means a section of the Act; 
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3. Notice of mectlnffs*—(1) Meetings of the Central Board shall ordinarily be held at 
Delni on such dates as may be tlxed by the Chairman* 

(2) The Chairman shall, upon the written request of not less than five Members of the 
CcBtral Board or upon a direction of the Central Government, call a special meeting of 

Central Board* , 

(3) Fifteen clear days’ notice of an ordinary meeting and three clear days’ notice of 

a special meeting specilying the time and the place at which such meeting is to be, held 
and the business to be transacted thereat, shall be given by the Member-secrcLai 7 to the 
members* ] 

(4) Notice of a meeting may be given to the Members by delivering the same by 
mosicnger or sending it by registered post to his last known place of residence or business 
or in siidfl other manner as the Chairman may, in the circumstances of the case, thinks 
fit. 


(5) No member shall be entitled to bring forward for the consideration of the meeting 

any matter of which he has not given ten clear days’ notice of tho Member-secretary, 
unlcw the Chairman, in his discretion, permits him to do so. 

(6) The Central Board may adjourn from day to day or any particular day, and no 

fresh notice shall be required for any adjourned meeting. 

(7) No proceeding shall be invalidated merely on the ground that the provision in this 
rule relating to the notice is not strictly complied with. 

4. Freiiding Officer.—Every meeting shall be presided over by the Chairman and, in 

his abeence, by a Chairman for the meeting to be elected by the members present from 

amongst themselves* 

5. All questiona to be decided by majority.—(1) All questions at a meeting shall be 
decided by a majority of votes of members present, and voting shall be by raising of 
kanda in favour of the proposal. 

(2) In case of an equality of votes, t’ne presiding officer shall have a second or casting 

V»tf. 

(&. QuoniHi.—(1) Five members shall form the quorum for any meeting. 

(2) li at any time fixed for any meeting or during the course of any meeting a 
quorum i* not present, the presiding officer shall adjourn the meeting and if a quorum is 
mot present on the expiration of fifteen minutes from such adjournment tho presiding 
officer shall adjourn the meeting to such hours on the following or on same other future 
date as he may fix, 

(3) No quorum shall be necessary for the adjourned meeting. 

( 4 ) No matter which had not been on the agenda of the original meeting shall be dis¬ 
cussed at such adjourned meeting. 

(5) No fresh notice shall be required for the adjourned meeting. 

7, Mlnutea.—(1) Record shall be kept of the names of members who attend the 
meeting and of the proceedings at the meeting in a book to be maintained for that purpose 
by the Member-secretary. 

(2) The minutes of the previous meeting shall be read at the beginning of the every 
succeeding meeting, and shall be confirmed and signed by the presiding officer at such 

meeting. 

(3) Tne proceedings shall be open to inspection by any member at the office of 

Central Board during office hours. i 

t. Maintaining order at meettng.—The presiding officer shall preserve order at a 

meeting. 

9. BuitncM to be transacted at meeting.—Except with the permission of the presiding 
officer, no business which is not entered in the agenda or of which notice has not been 
given by a member under sub-rule (5) of rule 3, shall be transacted at any meeting. 

10. Order of bnslpess.—(1) At any meeting business shall be transacted in the order 
in w*iiich it is entered in the agenda. 
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(2) Either at the beginning of the meeting or after the conclusion of th© debate on a 
motion during the meeting the presiding officer or a member may suggest a change in 
the order of business as entered in the agenda and if the meeting agrees, such a change 
shall take place. 

11 . Procedure for transaction of business of Committees constituted by the Board.— 

( 1 ) Tiie time and place of the meetings, of the committees constituted by the Central 
Board under sub-scction (1) of section 9 shall be as specified by the Chairman. 

(2) The quorum for a meeting of a committee constituted under sub-section (1) of 
section 9 shall be one-half of the total number of members of the committee. 

(3) Subject to sub-rule (1) and sub-rule (2) the meetings of any of the committees 
constituted under sub-section (1) of section 9 shall, as far as may be governed by the 
rules applicable to the meetings of the Central Board.,
